That tho terminus of the Canadian 
Pacific Eailwaj bas been lost to Van- 
couver Island tbrougli tbe sollish trick- 
ery of Ministera -would now soom to 
be too possible. Indeed, the organ of 
the Ministera to whom tho countiy 
shall bo indebted for such a calamity, 
should it, indeed, happen, now tacitly 
admits as much. But it does not 
make that admission without tho anti- 
dote at hand. Are there not 50 tons 
of Roman comout on tho way from 
England? Not only so, but an en- 
gineer is also on the way. But what 
does all this mean? A dry dock? No. 
It simply means another jjlausable 
shawatidandther year's delay. The 
histoiy^afl^ (iry dock shamming pre- 
sents an interestiiig study. No little 
expjBnss '^a? incurred in < aeooring tho 
fletTipeB''6f;an nccomplished engineer, 
an^litjoinst be admitted that the J?xo- 
■rince has vexy interesting plans and 
drawings and rejports for 4he- money. 
These magnificent resiilts were fol- 
lowed by DeCosmos' grand scheme 
No. 1, whereby Esquimalt^was to have 
a first class graving dock, all at Fed- 
eral expense, you know. But that 
scheme came to naught, save in so far 
as it served to give its projector an ex- 
cuse for visiting Ottawa and London 
at the expense of tho people. It was 
not possible that tho mission of so dis- 
tinguished and accomplished an indi- 
vidual should produce no fruit beyond 
a heavy charge upon the public re- 
venue; and hence scheme No. 2. Mr. 
Mackenzie had promised to make 
Colulixbia a present of half the money 
necessary, and tho Lords of the British 
Admiralty promised the other half; so 
that Columbia was still to have tho 
graving dock as a free gift. Some 
amongst us doubted .this story; but 
they only desired to embarass the 
Administration; Unfortunately this 
seheine, too, came to grief. It turned 
out .that> neither moiety -was to be 
given' as a free gift, but "advances" 
on such conditions and under such 
restrictions -as rendered acceptance 
neither prudent nor possible. It is 
no more than just to state that, when 
Mr. Mackenzie denied that the pro- 
mised "advance" by Canada was evor 
understood or intended, either by 
himself or his predecessor, as a gift, 
and when he proved his assertion by 
Auditor Langton, Mr. DeCosmos, to 
the great scandal and disgust of Par- 
liament, declared, "Langton is a liarl" 
But, then, no declaration of the sort 
could alter the facts. There they 
were, and no one on either side of 
the House could successfully contro 
vert them. No ono made the attempt. 
Thus ignoniiniously ended sclieme No. 
2. Tho third farce has yet to be play- 
ed. Conscious, seemingly, of the ne- 
cessity for new scenic effect in order 
to make it take with the public, 50 
tons of cement and an engineer have 
been ordered from England at groat 
expense. Cement, indeed! Why, 
that is by no means the first thing ne- 
cessary. Many thousands of pounds 
of sterling money will have to be ex- 
■ pendcd before the time shall have 
como for using ceinont. Where is tho 
money to come from? "That's wliai's 
tho matter." One can imagine with 
-what comio effect the little Premier 
will point the House to that 50 tons of 
cement, should he be privileged again 
to moot the House, when discanting 
upon the dry dock nham No. 'A. But 
it will take something more than 50 
tons of cement and an English en- 
gipeerto hold together tbe rotten tim- 
bers 6i Walkem's ship of state I

In another column will be found an 
article which we take from a journal 
which was in times past a very high 
authority with our local contemijorary, 
and which is an organ of the Macken- 
zie Administration. Although we can- 
not endorse all that is put forward in 
tho article, it must bo admitted that 
tho wiitor disjjlayB a remarkably clear 
appreciation of tho merits of tho mis- 
fl!on and a wonderfully accurate know- 
ledge of the idiosyncracioa of tho mis- 
sionary. ' ' It must readily occur to any 
one at all familiar -with responsible in- 
stitutions that, before taking such a 
step, if such a step were to bo taken at 
all, Mr. Walkom was in duty bound 
to consult the country.

sooiU that the reasons for tliia flagrant 
.Tofusal to consult the people in a mat- 
ter where they so "cleaiiy had a right 
to bo consulted are just as well under- 
stood at Ottawa as they are in this 
Province. Tho Ministry dared not go 
to the country, because thoy knew 
riglij; well that there were other issues 
upon which the people woidd have 
taken the opportunity of expressing 
an opinion at the ballot-box, and thoy 
were conscious that (he opinion there* 
expressed would have been inimical 
to thoir continuance in olHco. Thoy 
co\ild not but have known 'that an 'ap- 
peal to the people would have -annilii- 
latod their "Silent Brigade" and left 
some if not all of themselves without 
either constituencies or portfolios. 
Knowing all this, they dotonnined to 
break off negotiations whicli they fore- 
saw must, lead to that which , they 
most dreaded. And it is just becafise 
these sollish tricksters preferred the 
ignoniiny of holding on to oflice un- 
der such circumstances for another 
year to rislcing their portfolios by a 
general election that all this delay and 
possible dissastf).' have been brought 
upon the counti-y. Had they taken 
the bold, manly course, it would have 
been bettor for both Ihom and the 
country. But olk; false stop generally 
loads to another, und Mr. Walkom, 
conscious that tho first step was a false 
one, has been going wrong ever since 
in a vain attempt to recover himself.

The Premier of British Columbia is 
at tho foot of the throne; he lias laid 
his griovance before Her i\Iajosty, or 
rather before Her ^Majesty's otlicials, 
and tho earth still revolves upon its 
axis with undisturbed equanimity. 
Mr. Walkem has kindly,we are inform- 
ed through his organ at Victoria, cnn- 
sonted to submit his ca~,c to tho arbi- 
tration of tlio Earl of Carnarvon, and 
that is about the extent to v.iiich his 
mission has gone, and about all it will 
be likely to amount to. Mr. Walkem 
seems to forget that it will require two 
disputants to cause an arbitration, and 
there is not the slightest likelihood of 
his tiuding tlio party of the second 
purt. Mr. Walkem assumes that the 
Dominion of Canada has violated its 
agreement with British Columbia. Tho 
Dominion does not admit this; neither 
the Legislaturen or the ])eopl(.' of British 
Columbia aOirin it, ami as the .situation 
is, Mr. Walkem occupies tho rather 
ridiculous position of a politician 
seeking to gratify his vanity and ambi- 
tion by asking the Imperial Govern- 
ment to interfere in the internal affairs 
of tho Dominion ujDouitsown person!'.! 
application, u.asuppurloil by any (h;- 
maud of the peojilo of his Province, or 
any serious reason whatever. Had 
Mr. Walkem been sincere in his pro- 
tended solicitude for tho interests of 
British Columbia, he would luive, bo- 
fore going like a spoiled child to the 
Impeual authorities, ai)i)oal(;d lii-.st l(j 
the poojile of his own Province. If any 
{jrave reason really existed whereby the 
Province of British Columbia felt that 
they were not receiving justice at the 
hands of tho Doniiniun CiovL'rrimont, 
Mr. Walkem would liavo no dillioulty 
in getting the support of the pco})lo of 
that Province, and he would, if ne- 
cessary, have gone to England entitl- 
ed to serious consideration on the 
part of tho Imperial autlujritios. Bui 
Mr. Walkem (li^itrastod the jiislicu ol 
his own ca-e; he knew that his assum- 
ed zeal was merely atl'ected in order to 
acquire a little cheap po^iularity in his 
Province, and that if he appealed to 
the jjoople of British Columbia, not 
himself but the Dominion (J ovcfrnnient 
would have received the supinu'tol the 
peojjle in this question, and hence he 
stands in the lunniUating position 
wdiich he occupies, Tho Colonial 
Office may have sufficient commisera- 
tion for his feelings not to exiuess 
thoir a])iirocialion of the ridi.'nlous 
features of the' situation, and Ik; may 
escape without any very serious wounds 
to his vanity other than the total fail- 
ure of his Quixotic expedition may im- 
pose upon him. Tlie whole afl'air is 
of an exceedingly farcical nature; l)ut 
it will have one good n.sull, viz., to 
te.'udi amateur .statesmen of mediocre 
ability and excessive vanity, such as 
are characteristic of Mr. Walkem, that 
the aiTairs of State have to be govern- 
ed by tho requirements of the ])ui)lic 
welfare, and ii )t t(j gratify the vanity 
or eccentricity of those who may tem- 
porarily hold the reins of Govern- 
ment.*

A "liath Vicar" has written a letter 
to the London "Standard," discourag- 
ing enugrntion generally, and 
which he oxhorts his readers thusly: 
"Stay at home. Emigration is raoro- 
ly another \rord for the loss of the 
soul!" In order to give point and 
force to his exhortation lie draws a 
dark picture of tho material, moral 
and religious condition of Canada; 
whereupon tho Toronto "Globo" takes 
up tho cudgels for Canada and goes 
for tbs' •♦Vicar'' .without gloves. Tho 
following informati6n adduced by our 
contemporary, possesses an interest al- 
together apart from tho slander which 
called it forth: — 

"A township is no sooner opened for 
settlement than it is divided into 
school Loctious, and among tho first 
rude shanties erected, tho log school- 
houso will generally bo found most 
prominent. There is scarcely a homo 
in Ontario oven in tho nowoat districts 
that is more than five miles from a 
nchool-house^rn'ost of them not half 
that distance. Can a "Bath Vicar" 
nay tho same of England ? In 1871, out 
of a Canadian population of three mil- 
lions aud a half there wore only found 
290,575 above twenty years of age un- 
able to roAd, while in Ontario, with a 
population of 1,620,000 there vera 
found only 57,000 of tlieso illiterates, 
and most of thom emigrants froni the 
ohl country. At the same time there 
were in the Dominion upwards of 082,- 
000 children, or neaily one-fifth of tho 
population, at school. Can oven Scot- 
land, to say nothing of England— 
which is oducationally ko well known 
to bo far behind — show any such re- 
cord ? Of course if all tho people who 
come to Canada turn infidels, as this 
Vicar would have the readers of the 
"Standard'c believe, there would bo 
little or nothing spent on churches or 
clergymen. No one is obliged to give 
anything for suchpur2ioses,and if none 
or few arc inclined that way, tho results 
would soon be manifest. It is a matter 
of regret to every well-wisher of Canada 
that there is not more done for the sup- 
port and.propogaitioii of religion than is. 
But at the same time it is not to be for- 
gotten how much in this respect has been 
accorajilislied. Tho people who have 
made Canada what it i.s camo poor and 
unfriondod. They havo had to do ovory- 
thing— clear lauds, build houses, organ- 
ize Qovornments, both wnnioipal and 
general— sat up,, in short, the whole 
frame-work of society from thebegitining, 
Tho Bchool-houHoa and oliurches havo 
all had to be built by tho froo-will offer- 
ings of a pooplo neither rich nor numor- 
UH. Yet what hns boon done? In all 
tho Provinces will bo found not a few 
churches that can compare favorably with 
mauy of the eoolesiaatical edifices of old 
lands that have been at the work for a 
thousand years. Considering the popu- 
lation, there are more churclios and more 
ministers, and thcso hard-working onos 
too, in Canado than in England. In 1871 
there woro 4,003 churches in Ontario; 
1,071 in Quebec; 656 in Now Brunswick; 
and 897 in Nova Scotia; in all 6,717, with 
other church buildings, such as parson- 
ages, lecture-rooras, kc, to tho number 
of upward.i of 12,000; with 90 ho.spitals, 
">1 orphanages, 38 lunatic asylums, 75 
university and classical colleges, and 370 
private boarding schools for young la- 
dies. These numbers havo greatly in- 
creased; since the census was taken. The 
churches aiid clergymen of Ontario have 
all but doubled within tho last fifteon 
year."!, and thero is scarcely a settler, oven 
in tho nowost settlemcula, who has to go 
half as far to church as multitudes iu the 
Highlands and in many of the Lowlands 
of Scotland. Wo say not these things by 
woy of boasting. But when falsehoods 
are being propagated in Britain about 
the moral, educational and religious con- 
dition of our country, and that to servo 
an unworthy purpose, wo cannot but 
state Bome|of the many well-known and 
animpoaobable faots." 

Thikjabe of Mr. Weightman has again 
attracted some attention in theLondon 

nress. This man, it may bo remom- 
ijored, was a brieflesB barrister, who in 
n, condiLion of actual starvation stole 
some law books from the Inner Tomjfle 
Library, and being convicted at tlio 
Central Criminal Court,was sentenced 
to six months hard labour. Medical 
men certifying subsequently tliat Iio 
ivas alUictoci with a pecular;form of in- 
sanity ho was iilaced under pro])or 
treatment, and finally sot at liberty. 
His ]3enchers thou called upon him to 
answ er for his conduct, and after an 
investigation lasting three days ho has 
boon disbarred. Weightman gave no- 
tijo of appeal to tho Jiidgrs, In. failed 
io apjiear on tho appointed day, and 
no intelligeuco of his whercabniits has 
since obtained. Uuriug the inquiry it 
transpired that on being released from 
prison a check representing public 
Hubscriplious to the amount of XfUlO 
was handed ov(u- td liiiii. It was ru- 
moured tli.if of the proceeds derived 
from tlie sale of the liookwhich he had 
taken ho acLimlly ajipliod a portion to 
tho auHtonanco of a brother barrister 
(since dead), who, like himself, was, at 
tho time of iho commission of tho of- 
fence, starving find (dmost dying. 
Siiico tho disclosure of tho i)rivations 
endured by Mr. Weightman, a fund 
has boon established by all tho Inns 
of Courts to alloviato tho wants of the 
jiooror members of the Bar, and tho 
amount of subscriptions in hand 
eontribulcd is very largo, the fund 
being contimmlly added to while tho 
recipients of the boon, happily, are 
comparatively fow.
